' Under date of the 25th ult.. Mer. Joseph. Welch 
writes to the N. O, Daily News, «3 follows in 
reference to the Toa Guild's recent letter ;—In 
your issue of this miorning I notice a lottor from 
the Tea Guild addressed to Mr, F'orbos, as Chair- 
manof theChimbor of Commerce, in which many 
of the customs of tho Tea Trade are touched 
upon in o mannor ‘whiol calls for some notica, 
Tt is unfortunate that this letter sould, have 
emanated from tho Tea Guild, a body whigh is in’ 
itself contrary to treaty. Had: it, borne , the 
signature of only one ‘of the principal native 
firms, it vould havo boon well worthy nf disous- 
sion, but coming from am unrecognised asaocis- 
tion it appears to me thai the only reply the 
Chambor of Commerce should give would be that 
they cannot receive it in its present form. 

Theo first clause is ambiguous. ‘No ono under. 
stands the meaning of “cutting” heavily and 
constantly in the weighing of toa, Tho woizhis 
paid for ate thoge talan st tha si 
instance that J. ever heard of gas any ont in 
woight bem mado after the te: on weighod 
in the godown.. It appears at the object 
of every bayer is to got suflciontly good weight 
to cover the allowance of the one. pound draft 
and to awid any loss in weight in England. 
This is only to be dona by what tha Chinese. call 
unjust weight, and isthe cause of most of the 
disputes between buyrs and sotlers, In many 
instances to my. knswletge, if the position had 
been reversed, and ths foreigner hed been the 
seller'to the Chinaman, the weights would have 
been objected to in the strongest manner pos- 
sible. I would suggrost, as’ the bast mode. of 
meeting -tho present diffculty, that the: one 
pound dralt bo-insieted on by oll buyors;and I 
think that weighing would thon be donein a. 
moore liberal mannor. This matter bas been 
moro or lus forced on buyers by the incessant 
grambling from people in England, whose 'an- 
ceasing ory is.’ Get good wolghts.” a,
